Amendments

Hoover code amendments provid- 
ing complete reciprocity for all 
meteor vehicles .and increased. 
weight limitations for trucks were 
enthusiastically indorsed Thurs- 
day at the semi-annual mecting 
of the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce commercial car 
division. 

Leading truck manufacturers oi 
the United States pledged their co- 
operation in the movement to have 
the Hoover code recommendations 
incorporated into the motor vehicle 
regulations of every State. 

“Nationwide adoption of the Hoo- 
ver code recommendations on reci- 
procity and truck weights will be 
of great economic benefit to the 
public because of the distribution 
savings that they will effect,” A. J. 
Brosseau. New York, 
the Mack Brothers Motor Car Com- 
pany, and chairman of the cham- 
ber’s truck committee, declared. 

Elimination of the “duplicate 
taxation evil,” which has been a 
serious obstacle to the use of 
trucks in interstate transportation 
will be accomplished with the 
adoption of the code’s reciprocity 
recommendation, Mr. Brosseu pre- 
dicted. 

The provision for increasing the 

maximum truck weight restrictions 
was regarded by the manufacturers 
as being justified by recent devel- 
opments in motor truck design.

DUGGAN FINDS PARTS 
SALES GOOD IN WEST 


Detroit, June 6.— Tom Duggan, 
merchandising service director of 
the National Standard Parts Asso- 
ciation, has returned to head- 
quarters here after a six months’ 
trip, which carried him to most of 
the states west of the Mississippi 
River. Visits were made to the 
establishments of seventy-one N. S. 
P. A. jobbers, fourteen manufacturer 
members and fifty-six non-mem- 
bers. Attendance at twenty-eight 
major trade meetings addressed by 
Duggan totaled 11,922. 

Based on these recent contacts, 
Duggan reports that “parts jobbers 
in the territory which I have just 
been through look particularly pros- 
perous. A large percentage of them 
report considerable increases in 
business this year as compared with 
last year, although collections are a 
trifle slow. Stores are being ex- 
panded, new branches opened and 
a general attitude of optimism based 
on sales figures prevails. 

“An important factor in the 
steady growth of the replacement 
parts business in the West is an 
increased mileage per year per car, 
as indicated in increased gasoline 
consumption per year per car, due 
to improved roads. is means 
greater wear and, as a result, more 
maintenance business.”

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Coker Clarkson 


¥ the death of Coker Fifield Clarkson, general manager of | 
the Society of Automotive Engineers, the automotive 
industry has suffered a well nigh irreparable loss. 

Coker Clarkson gave almost the entire span of his active 
life to the advancement of the industry. A graduate of Har- 
vard in the class of 1894, Clarkson studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He became interested in automotive devel- 
opment in the early years of the twentieth century, at first 
as an expert in the growing volume of patent litigation, 
which marked the early days of the_motor vehicle era. 

In 1905, Mr. Clarkson left his law practice to become 
the executive head of the mechanical division of the Associa- 
tion of Licensed Automobile Manufacturers. This _body cor- 
responded to the engineering society of today. In directing 
and co-ordinating the engineering development of that chaotic 
period, Coker Clarkson showed the executive and diplomatic 
qualities that later made him one of the most constructive 
and valuable figures in the automotive industry. 

It was inevitable that when the Society of Automobile 
Engineers was formed Clarkson should be called to fill the 
position of executive head. He was responsible for starting 
the publication of the engineering literature, culminating in 
the S. A. E. Journal, which has been one of the most con- 
structive functions of the organization. 

At one of the midwinter meetings of the Society of | 
Automotive Engineers, Charles F. Kettering, remarking on 
the election of officers, said: “I do not think it makes much 
difference who is president or vice-president of the society, 
as long as Coker Clarkson sits at the helm and holds things 
together.”” No finer tribute or more accurate summing up 
of Coker Clarkson’s lifework could be penned. 

Those of us who knew Coker Clarkson will forget the 
passing of the forceful and able executive in remembering 
cur loss of a genial, kindly, he ‘Ipful friend.

Modern Ford Steel Mill at | 


Dearborn Nears Completion 


° 


HEN installations now under 
way in its plant at Dearborn 
are completed, the Ford Motor 


Company will have one of the larg- 
est and most modérn steel-rolling 
and drawing mulls in the country, 
in which every operation will be 
accomplished from the raw ingot to 
the finished upset part. 

Rods that are not, required to be 
made to precise limits are rolled 
from bars of steel. However, such 
rods as have to be within an infinite 
fraction of an inch or that must 
conform to more rigid internal and 
external physical requirements—and 
there are many of these used in the 
Ford car—are drawn after the roll- 
ing operation. 

Heretofore the Ford Motor Com- 
pany has rolled its own rods-in its 
ten-inch rolling mill, but drawn 
rods have been purchased from va- 
rious steel companies. — 

When the installation of new 
drawing machinery is completed, 
the Ford plant will have a dally ca- 
pacity of 350 tons, approximately 
half the capacity of the ten-inch 
rolling mill. Furthermore, it will be 
equipped with 5,000 tons of stor- | 
age space and one of the largest 
and most modern handling systems. 
This should result, according to 
Ford engineers, in reducing the 
handling of materials to the mini- |; 
mum and in the assurance of a! 
constant supply to meet the de-| 
mands for car production. 

Steel rods for the Ford car are 
made in 150 different sizes, ranging 
from that used in the wheel spoke 
to rods an inch and a quarter in 
diameter. They are used for prac- 
tically all bolts, brake rods, front 
brake housings, gas levers, accelera- 
tor rods, pins, struts and for many | 
other parts.

481,896 in the corresponding 
month of last year, being a de- 
celine of 124,835, equivalent to 25.9 
per cent. As had been antici- 
pated, the April decline from last 
year was the largest for any 
month thus far in 1930. The rea- 
son for this is that sales reached 
their peak in April, 1929, and 
broke all records, while this year 
the peak was not reached until 
May (and possibly not until the 
current month). The earlier re- 
turns had indicated a decline of 
at least 28 per cent. from a year 
ago, but again the large states of 
New York and Massachusetts 
Saved the day. Part of the glory 
goes to Kansas, however, one of 
the late states to report. This

The net result of the smaller de-| 
cline in April was a falling off of 
only 20.3 per cent. in the total reg- 
istrations of new cars in the first 
four months of 1930, as compared | 
with the corresponding period of 
last year. A decline of 21 to 24 per 
cent. had been anticipated on the 
basis of the earlier returns. 

_The total registrations for the 
first four months this year amount- | 
ed to 1,047,627, as compared with| 
1,315,424 in the corresponding pe- | 
riod in 1929. 

It will be noted from the accom- 
panying tabulation that, despite 
the decline from the 1929 levels, 
new car sales in April were sub- 
Stantially higher than in either 
April, 1928, or 1927. As it is gen-

The Standard Oil Company, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hunt, is continuing 
its development of the hydrogena- 
tion process, by which it expects to 
convert liquefied coal, shale oil, coal 
tars, crude petroleum and its resi- 
dues. of all descriptions into sub- 
stantially 100 percent. of high grade 
finished products. The Bayway, N. 
J., hydrogenation plant, which is 
under construction, probably will be 
ready to begin operation in August, 
and the plant at Humble Oi! and 
Refining Company's refinery at 
3aytown, Tex., will be ready in 
about a year. The third plant un- 
der construction at Baton Rouge 
refinery of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Louisiana will not be pre- 
pared to start operations on the 
process until next year.
